" When th« Congress met, Mr. Cashing made 


a motion thst it should be opened with prayer.— 
It was opposed by Mr. Jay, of New York, and 
Mr. Ratledgv, of Sooth Carolina, btctow we 
were so divided in religious sentiment*, some 
Episcopalians, some Quaker*, some Anabiptrsts, 
some Presbyterians^nd some Congrvf«ti*n*]iits, 
that ifrconld not join in the aame act of wor- 
ship iBr. Samuel Adams arose and said 'that be 
was no bigot, and could hear a prayer ficm any 
gentleman ot piety and virtue who was at UM 
same time a friend to his country. He was a 
stranger in Philadelphia, bat had heard that Mr. 
Duche, (Dushay they pronounced it,) deserved 
that character, and therefore h* moved that Mr. 
Duche, «n Episcopal clergymafl, might be desir- 
ed to read prayers to the Congress to-morrow 
rnornin?.' The motion was seconded and pasted 
in the affirmative.

waited on Mr. Cache, and received for answer,
